APPROVAL FOR 
COUNTRY PARK 

Development set to begin on haven for families and wildlife 


A NEW country park and green ha¬ 
ven for families, walkers and wild¬ 
life is to open in Banbury. 

Plans for the 30-hectare development 
to the north east of Banbury were ap¬ 
proved at a meeting of Cherwell District 
Council’s executive board on Tuesday, 
June 6. It is planned to open next spring. 

For many years the council has owned 
a patch of woodland to the north of the 
Wildmere Road Industrial Estate and 
more recently acquired the adjoining 
field. 

The adjacent Hardwick Fields was also 
passed to the council by developer Bell¬ 
way Homes and Cherwell is also to buy 
nearby fields, which include the flood 
defence barrier along the M40, from the 
Environment Agency for £35,000. 

With final plans for the site now given 
the seal of approval, work on the land 
can begin in earnest and people in Ban¬ 
bury can look forward to using the new 
space less than a year from now. 

Debbie Pickford, the district council 
lead member for clean and green, said: 
“The country park is a very welcome de¬ 
velopment for Banbury. 

“It’s vital that, as much-needed new 
homes go up in Banbury, we focus on

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green spaces, to protect wildlife and 
boost people’s quality of life.” 

So far about £240,000 has been set aside 
for the first phase of the development. 

The project will involve conservation- 
based organisations - including the En¬ 
vironment Agency, the Canal and Rivers 
Trust, Woodland Trust and RSPB - and 
will have a strong focus on creating and 
maintaining biodiversity and habitats 
for local wildlife. 

The development will connect sev¬ 
eral pieces of land the district council 
has acquired over a number of years. 

Funding of about £240,000 has al¬ 
ready been set aside for the first phase 
of the development. 

Ms Pickford added: “Careful atten¬ 
tion has been given to the current 
species residing in the area to ensure 
that wildlife is not only taken into con¬ 
sideration, but has the opportunity to 
thrive in this new green habitat. 

“The site will be easily accessible for 
residents and visitors to the area from 
a number of locations. Southam Road, 


the canal towpath, and Gateway Retail 
Park will all have new access routes de¬ 
veloped.” 

The park will feature purpose-built cy¬ 
cle and pedestrian paths woven through 
woodland, meadow areas and wetland, 
and a small lake. 

It runs alongside and beyond the Gate¬ 
way Retail Park and to the north of the 
Wildmere estate. 

Additional external funding is being 
sought for phases two and three, which 
will be implemented over the next 10 
years.

RE-ELECTED Conservative MP 
for Banbury Victoria Prentis 
vowed to work with her Labour ri¬ 
val in the fight to save the Horton 
General Hospital after yesterday’s 
victory 

Mrs Prentis’ 18,000 majority was 
slashed by more than 5,000 follow¬ 
ing a surge in votes for Labour’s 
Sean Woodcock, who recorded the 
highest Labour share in Banbury 
since 2001. 

After the results were called at 
the Spiceball Leisure Centre yes¬ 
terday morning, she immediately 
turned her attentions to the hos¬ 
pital, which has been downgraded 
following a recruitment crisis. 

She said: “One of the biggest 
challenges locally will be to save 
the Horton General Hospital. 

“In between parliaments we have 
worked well together in a cross¬ 
party campaign, and we have a 
fight on our hands now” 

She expected to hear from the 
Oxfordshire Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group in the next two weeks 
on whether a full maternity ser¬ 
vice could be resumed. 

Mrs Prentis won more votes 
than last time but ended up seeing 
her 18,000 majority drop to 12,399. 

Labour’s Sean Woodcock said 
that young people had clearly been 
‘inspired’ by the campaign and 
Jeremy Corbyn and put off by the 
‘lacklustre’ Tories.

Digital maps reveal how 
county has transformed

HAVE you ever wondered what 
the landscape looked like be¬ 
fore a housing estate was built 
there? 

Residents are being encouraged 
to find out more about the history 
of where they live using new digi¬ 
tal maps developed by Oxfordshire 
County Council. 

Using county records, its experts 
have painstakingly created the tool 
so that people can turn back time to 
see how land has been used differ¬ 
ently in the 18th, 19th and 21st cen¬ 
turies. 

Called the Historic Landscape 
Characterisation Project, it is 
hoped it will make the information 
more easily accessible for research¬ 
ers and amateur historians. 

Sometimes the maps showed radi¬ 
cal changes through the centuries 
but in other cases - such as Port 
Meadow in Oxford - there was re¬ 
markably little difference, historic 
landscape characterisation officer 
Abi Tompkins said. 

“When you look at a road in an 
urban area or quiet corn field on a 
farm it is often impossible to imag¬ 
ine that in the past that same patch 
of land may have been woodland or 
a Roman villa,” she added. 

“Port Meadow in Oxford may well 
now look as it has for many centu¬ 


ries, but very few other parts of Ox¬ 
fordshire can claim the same. 

“We believe the ability to uncover 
history through this tool will prove 
very popular and we’re looking 
forward to sharing what we’ve pro¬ 
duced.” 


A quick glance at Oxford, for ex¬ 
ample, shows that in the 18th centu¬ 
ry urban areas barely extended be¬ 
yond what is now the city centre but 
by the 19th it was rapidly expanding 
outwards. 

Ms Tompkins said one of the 


most interesting changes was the 
development of land from the 19th 
century onwards for recreational 
purposes. 

She said: “There is a lot of urban 
development and towns really ex¬ 
pand into their surrounding. 


“But you also start to see land¬ 
scapes such as parks, arenas and 
sports fields cropping up, as people 
begin to have bigger incomes and 
they choose to spend their leisure 
time in the countryside. 

“Between the 18th and 19th cen¬ 
turies, you really see some huge 
changes in land use. 

“The Blenheim estate really 
stands out in all of the maps as a 
large parkland but you can also see 
how places like Wychwood Forest 
have been slowly disappearing.” 

Open space owned by Oxford’s col¬ 
leges, such as Magdalen College’s 
deer park and Christ Church Mead¬ 
ow, were also examples of how large 
areas of green space in the city had 
been successfully safeguarded over 
the years, she added. 

The council officer said: “We im¬ 
agine Oxford as an urban landscape 
but actually these places have been 
preserved and that actually came as 
quite a nice surprise. 

“They are central to the character 
of the city and that is something 
we hope this project can highlight, 
so that when decisions are being 
made in the future we can be bet¬ 
ter informed about how to conserve 
them.” 

The county council is also ask¬ 
ing people for their memories and 
poems about their favourite land¬ 
scapes, such as places people used 
to walk or visit in the past. 

She said: “We want people to tell 
us about the places that mean most 
to them and the stories behind 
them. We hope to then be able to add 
them to the map.”

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Policing comes under county’s scrutiny spotlight 


FIGHTING crime, cuts to police funding 
and caring for the vulnerable will come 
under the spotlight as councillors look 
at improvements to policing. 

The Thames Valley Police plan for 
2017-2021 will be considered by 
Oxfordshire County Council’s scrutiny 
committee on Thursday. 

Improving the local response to 
serious organised crime and terrorism 
will be a key priority for the next four 


years, according to the 20-page 
document. 

Reducing re-offending, early 
intervention with criminals and 
managing the demand on services have 
also been highlighted by police and 
crime commissioner Anthony Stansfeld. 

How the police cater for and manage 
those with mental health issues and 
adults at risk, will also be prioritised. 

Mr Stansfeld also said Thames Valley 


Police had been ‘more resilient’ than 
most other forces in the face of cuts, but 
said that local authority cuts to youth 
offending teams, drug and alcohol 
teams, CCTV in urban areas, and the 
part-funding of Police Community 
Support Officers were ‘concerning, and 
impinge on policing.’ 

The council’s scrutiny committee will 
consider the report at a meeting in 
County Hall at 10am on Thursday. 


Police chief urges 
Muslim community 
to ‘root out’ radicals

Force to review its 
security measures

THE police commission¬ 
er for Thames Valley has 
urged the Muslim com¬ 
munity to ‘root out’ ex¬ 
tremists as the force an¬ 
nounced it was reviewing 
its security measures for 
events in Oxfordshire. 

Anthony Stansfeld said it 
was ‘essential’ there was a 
‘real effort’ made to catch ex¬ 
tremists ‘radicalised within 
mosques and online’ follow¬ 
ing the London terror attack 
on Saturday. 

Mr Stansfeld’s comments 
come as Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Steve Williams, of 
Thames Valley Police’s joint 
operations unit, said secu¬ 
rity for ‘all upcoming events’ 
in the county was ‘under re¬ 
view’. 

Ch Supt Williams added 
the force was making pro¬ 
gress on a planned 50 per 
cent increase in the number 
of armed response officers in 
the region by the end of the 
summer. 

It is believed the force cur¬ 
rently has about 270. 

He added: “Over the com¬ 
ing months we are also roll¬ 
ing out a new generation of 
Taser devices to our trained 
officers. 

“We are unable to confirm 
the numbers of officers 
at particular locations or 
events for operational and 
security reasons.” 

Mr Stansfeld added he 
agreed with the Prime Min¬ 
ister’s recent comments that 
‘enough is enough’. 

He said: “There is clearly a 
problem with a small num¬ 
ber of people within the 
Muslim community who do 
not believe in our way of life 
in this country, and aim to 
disrupt it and cause as much 
unhappiness and misery as 
possible. 

“It is up to all of us to pre¬ 
serve our liberal society and 
not be intimidated by terror¬ 
ist activity. It is essential that 


within the Muslim commu¬ 
nity there is a real effort to 
root out extremists. 

“We cannot tolerate preach¬ 
ers and apologists for mind¬ 
less violence in the name of 
their warped interpretation 
of a religion.” 

The Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner vowed to do all he 
could ‘in this fight against 
obscene violence’. 

Oxfordshire joined the 
nationwide one-minute si¬ 
lence last week as a mark of 


respect for those affected by 
the attacks at London Bridge 
and Borough Market. 

Seven people were killed 
and 48 injured in the inci¬ 
dents, 18 of whom remain in 
a critical condition. 

Youssef Zaghba, 22, an Ital¬ 
ian national of Moroccan de¬ 
scent, Pakistan-born British 
citizen Khuram Butt, 27 and 
Rachid Redouane, 30, who 
claimed to be Moroccan-Lib- 
yan, launched a murderous 
rampage in the capital. 


Founder of Oxford Islamic 
Information Centre Dr Hoj- 
jat Ramzy organised the re¬ 
cent vigil in Oxford to pay 
tribute to the victims. 

Dr Ramzy said the Muslin 
community in Oxford was 
doing all it could to help the 
police and other authorities. 

He added: “It’s a problem 
for the whole country. If we 
pinpoint each other we may 
lose. We need to be united if 
we really want to take this 
disease out of society.”

HUNDREDS of people lined 
the platform to welcome the na¬ 
tion’s most famous steam train 
as it passed thorough Oxford¬ 
shire. 

Train enthusiasts as well as curi¬ 
ous observers gathered to catch a 
glimpse of the Flying Scotsman as 
it pulled in at Oxford Parkway. 

The train, built in 1923, had left 
London Paddington at 12.22pm on 
Tuesday and, after passing through 
Bicester Village, stopped at Oxford 
Parkway for 20 minutes to soak up 
the adulation of fans on the plat¬ 
form. 

Les Oliver made the trip from 
Long Hanborough with his son 
Mark to enjoy the nostalgia and 
recall their family connection with 
steam. 

The 91-year-old’s grandad, George 
Foster, was a driver on The Royal 
Scot steam train in the 1920s and 30s 
and once transported King George 
V 

He said: “It really brought back 
very good memories for me of when 
my grandad used to drive steam 
trains. 

“I would lie in bed and hear them 
go past the window and wondered if 
it was him. 

“To hear and see the train ap¬ 


proaching gave me a chill down my 
back.” 

His son Mark, 58, said: “It was 
magnificent and a very nostalgic 
moment to see the steam train pull¬ 


ing in. 

“It’s amazing that it attracts so 
many people. I think it’s a combina¬ 
tion of the machine itself and the 
engine and the history behind it 


and the opportunity to see it coming 
through Kidlington.” 

The train was built in 1923 and 
named after the express passen¬ 
ger service ‘The Flying Scotsman’ 


which had been running since 1862. 

The locomotive, retired from ser¬ 
vice in 1963, has been restored sev¬ 
eral times since, most recently in 
2016. 

Yesterday’s train was a special 
tour from London Paddington to 
Oxford then back through Didcot, 
Reading and ending at London Vic¬ 
toria. 

Oxford Parkway was one of only 
four places the train stopped - and 
for 20 minutes - drawing in big 
crowds. 

Ian Fergusson, from Marston, 
travelled on the train as a youngster 
and came to see it once more. 

The 70-year-old said: “It’s been 60 
years since I travelled on the Flying 
Scotsman and I had to come and see 
it when heard it was going to pass 
through so close by. 

“It’s amazing to see so many peo¬ 
ple have come to see it.” 

The next generation were also in¬ 
troduced to the wonders of steam. 
Paul Hooper, from Carterton, 
brought his two-year-old son Ollie 
along. 

He said: “It’s something you don’t 
see everyday and it’s a part of UK 
history. Ollie loves trains - he takes 
his Thomas the Tank Engine with 
him everywhere - and he’s really 
enjoyed the day.” 

The famous train will be at Didcot 
Railway Centre for three days from 
August 26.

GIFTED (12A, 101 mins) Drama/ 
Romance. Chris Evans, Mckenna 
Grace, Lindsay Duncan, Octavia 
Spencer, Jenny Slate, John M 
Jackson, Elizabeth Marvel. Director: 
Marc Webb. 

A precocious six-year-old girl with a 
beautiful mind is the glittering prize 
of an acrimonious custody battle 
in Marc Webb's deeply moving 
drama. 

Penned in broad strokes by screen¬ 
writer Tom Flynn, Gifted overcomes 
a formulaic structure to deliver 
hefty emotional wallops, and pro¬ 
vides buff leading man Chris Evans 
with a meaty dramatic role to test 
his acting mettle rather than his 
bulging biceps. 

Webb's film is laden with delightful 
surprises, including a stellar perfor¬ 
mance from 10-year-old Mckenna 
Grace in the pivotal role of a quick¬ 
witted mathematical prodigy, who 
is sassy beyond her years. 

She deftly eschews winsomeness 
to capture the frustrations of her 
wunderkind, who is painfully aware 
that she towers above her peers 
and some of the teachers, who 
are supposedly shepherding her to 
brighter academic horizons. 
On-screen rapport between 
Evans and Grace has the ease and 
familiarity of kin, and when the 
floodgates open in the film's sec¬ 
ond half, both actors let the tears 
flow naturally and break our hearts 
in the process. 

Admittedly, Oscar winner Octa¬ 
via Spencer is poorly served in a 
perfunctory supporting role and 
a subplot involving a one-eyed 
pet cat veers dangerously close to 
mawkishness. 

Thankfully, director Webb nimbly 
avoids each potentially fatal pitfall 
without sacrificing compassion for 
his flawed characters. 

Florida boat repairman Frank Adler 
(Evans) home schools his cherubic 
niece Mary (Grace), who inherited 
her passion for algebra from her 
late mother. 

Frank feeds the child's insatiable 
hunger for knowledge but also jeal¬ 
ously guards Mary's playtime. 

He wants her to have a normal 
upbringing, full of laughter. 


Against the advice of worrywart 
neighbour Roberta (Spencer), 

Frank enrols Mary in first grade of 
the local school, where the little girl 
dazzles her form teacher Bonnie 
(Jenny Slate) by performing com¬ 
plex multiplications in her head. 

The school's principal (Elizabeth 
Marvel) takes an active interest and 
is dumbfounded when Frank re¬ 
fuses a full scholarship for Mary to 
a nearby school for gifted children. 
"Never get on the bad side of 
small-minded people with a little 
authority," warns Roberta. 

Soon after, Mary's maternal grand¬ 
mother Evelyn (Lindsay Duncan) 
materialises in Florida to stake a 
claim to the child in the court of 
Judge Edward Nichols (John M 
Jackson). 

While Frank and Evelyn trade verbal 
blows through their lawyers, Mary 
makes clear her unerring devotion 
to Frank: "He wanted me before he 
knew I was smart". 

Gifted is a heartfelt ode to sacrifice 
that succeeds despite its occasional 
reliance on cliches. 

The dynamic double-act of Evans 
and Grace are ably supported by 
Duncan as a steely matriarch, who 
believes she knows best but has 
much to learn, like her spunky 
granddaughter. 

A romantic dalliance involving 
Frank and Mary's teacher is sensibly 
kept on the backburner as the 
heartbreak of the court case swells 
and we clamour in the dark for 
tissues.

Cake Bookworm 


The Ministry Of Utmost Happi¬ 
ness by Arundhati Roy is published 
in hardback by Hamish Hamilton, 
priced £18.99 (ebook £9.99). 

The skeleton of this novel is loss. 
Every moment, every scene, flutters 
around the sensation, and drives 
the next, so you are drawn inexo¬ 
rably onwards as the characters - a 
motley bunch of broken-hearted 
renegades and misfits - go about 
reclaiming land, feelings, rights, 
power and family, little by little, 
infinitesimal step by infinitesimal 
step; and it's astonishing. Twenty 
years have passed since Arundhati 
Roy's debut novel, the ground¬ 
breaking, Man Booker Prize¬ 
winning The God Of Small Things, 
and in the intervening decades Roy 
has been writing contentious essays 
on India's troubled, and troubling, 
political system. The Ministry Of Ut¬ 
most Happiness mines her research, 
and delicately braids together 
strands of the brutal, toxic - and 
ongoing - Kashmir conflict, with the 


difficulties faced by a community 
of hijra (transgender people, who 
are now recognised as the 'third 
gender' in Indian law) and the 
fate of a baby abandoned on a 
rubbish-strewn street. Roy's use of 
language is beautiful and inventive, 
and often so stunningly evocative 
that you forgive her when the poli¬ 
tics become knotty and tangled. It's 
no fluffy beach read; it's rich, pow¬ 
erful and deeply upsetting at times. 
Roy demands your mind and your 
time, and the rewards are huge. 
9/10 

Standard Deviation by Katherine 
Heiny is published in hardback by 
Fourth Estate, priced £12.99 (ebook 
£7.99). 

After the success of short story 
collection Single, Carefree, Mellow, 
Heiny's debut novel delves into the 
lives of a New York couple as they 
negotiate the stresses of modern 
family life. Graham has been mar¬ 
ried to glamorous, spontaneous 
second wife Audra for 12 years. 


Brannon's script is inoffensive to 
the point of blandness, repeating 
its central chorus of affirmation and 
self-belief to the target audience of 
young children. 

Visuals are colourful and charac¬ 
ter design opts for cuteness over 
realism but there is a palpable lack 
of detail in every frame, which sets 
apart animations from the Pixar 
and DreamWorks stables. 

Measured against yesteryear's 
anthropomorphic buddy Disney 
comedy Zootropolis, Rock Dog 
limps into a very poor second. 
Brannon's film certainly isn't a 
dog's dinner. 

There are flashes of broad humour 
that elicit warm smiles and the cen¬ 
tral character possesses a roughly 
hewn charm as he masters his 
father's signature move, the Iron 
Paw, through his trusty guitar. 
However, plotting is linear, the reso¬ 
lution is telegraphed far in advance 
and there is very little in the script 
to engage parents. 

Bodi (voiced by Luke Wilson) is a 
teenage rebel, who has been raised 
by his stern father Khampa (JK Sim¬ 
mons) to guard their village. Snow 
Mountain, from a marauding pack 
of wolves led by snarling alpha, Lin- 
nux (Lewis Black). 

Most of the residents are sheep 
so Khampa creates the illusion of 
a home guard of Tibetan Mastiffs 
by dressing up the flock as dogs 
and posting doppelgangers in clear 
view of Linnux's spies. 

"If the enemy thinks there's an 
army here, they won't invade," 
reasons Khampa. 

Unfortunately, Bodi's passion is 
music not protecting the village 
and when he neglects his duties to 
listen to rock god Angus Scatter- 
good (Eddie Izzard) on the radio, 
Khampa's patience wears out. 

He buys his son a bus ticket to the 
city and instructs Bodi to chase his 
dream. 

Izzard's droll vocal performance 
enlivens his scenes and while Bran¬ 
non's script hits a few bum notes, 
the underlying message is on song. 
Every dog has its day, even misfit 
mutts who don't bark the same 
tune as the rest of the pack. 
RATING: 5/10 


Audra's effusive personality, 
combined with her need to make 
useful acquaintances everywhere 
she goes, leads to the couple recon¬ 
necting with Graham's ex-wife, 
hosting a handful of lodgers and 
attending a trail of play dates for 
socially awkward son Matthew. 

As daily life and it's challenges 
pass by, Graham ponders his life 
choices. Although the novel takes 
a pedestrian pace through the lives 
of Graham and Audra, it is anything 
but boring. Heiny's observational 
humour almost turns the pages 
itself. Most remarkable are the 
characters who would usually earn 
the term 'bit players', but, under 
Audra's endless assault of ques¬ 
tions, are clinically dissected for 
the reader. Heiny's insight into the 
intricacies of relationships - whether 
they be between husband and 
wife, old man and dog, or boy with 
Asperger's and his origami club - 
will make you look at loved ones 
and strangers in a new light. 9/10

TOYOTA’S C-HR is one of the trendi- 
est compact Crossover model choic¬ 
es you can make. Is it also one of the 
best? 

Ten Second Review 

Toyota aims to bring something 
fresh to the growing compact 
Crossover segment with its C-HR. 
Here, concept car looks are matched 
to proven mechanicals that include 
a hybrid powerplant. If you’re 
thinking of buying something 
Qashqai-sized in this class or one of 
the trendier compact models, then 
this fashionable contender could be 
exactly what you’re looking for. 

Background 

What if you want a fashionable lit¬ 
tle Crossover - say, something like a 
Nissan Juke? If that’s the case, you 
may have been a little put off by the 
cramped interior and rather aver¬ 
age build quality you get with mod¬ 
els of that sort. So what if another 
brand were able to offer you a con¬ 
tender that was even trendier, better 
made, more efficient and not that 
much more expensive? You’d be 
interested wouldn’t you? Well that’s 
apparently exactly what’s being 
offered here in the form of Toyota’s 
C-HR. 

‘C-HR’ is supposed to stand for 
‘Coupe High-Rider’ and sure 
enough, this car has a very coupe- 
style look. More importantly, we’re 
told that it drives in a coupe-like 
way too. Sounds promising doesn’t 
it? Let’s check this model out. 


Driving Experience 

The C-HR is being offered with two 
familiar engines from Toyota’s 
Auris hatch. The most affordable 
variant gets a 114bhp 1.2-litre turbo 
petrol engine and is available with a 
six-speed manual gearbox or a CVT 
automatic - and front or all-wheel 
drive. Alternatively, buyers can 
choose a full hybrid powertrain with 
120bhp, but that’s 2WD-only. For the 
C-HR, Toyota has made its hybrid 
system lighter and more efficient, 
and engineered it to give sharper 
performance. 

As for handling, well this Toyota 
aims to set a fresh standard in a seg¬ 
ment not noted for 
sharply-responsive models. The 
engineers realised that the major 
issue with taller Crossovers of this 
sort related to bodyroll and its detri¬ 
mental effect on ride comfort. Huge 
efforts have therefore gone into 
structuring this model’s TNG A plat¬ 
form and giving it a low centre of 
gravity so that the car doesn’t pitch 
about through the corners. Steering 
feel has been emphasised too, some¬ 
thing else that tends to be lacking on 
this class of car. As a result of all 
this effort, Chief Engineer Hiroyuki 
Koba is convinced that a C-HR han¬ 
dles up to a standard comparable 
with any conventional Focus- 
segment hatch. 

Design and Build 

Toyota’s first proper entrant in the 
Crossover segment should cause 


quite a stir, styled with a 
combination of a coupe-like upper 
body and the powerful underpin¬ 
nings of an SUV. Coupe¬ 
like elements include dis¬ 

guised rear door handles, integrated 
into the rear pillars. At the rear the 
strongly tapered cabin features a 
top-hinged tailgate that gives access 
to loadspace big enough to carry lug¬ 
gage for five people. This styling 
contrasts with the pronounced flar¬ 
ing of the wheel arches which gives 
C-HR a wide and powerful stance. 

Inside, layered architecture for the 
instrument panel aims to create a 
warm and welcoming feel and 
there’s an 8-inch ‘Toyota Touch 2’ 
multimedia system that’s angled 
slightly towards the driver. Because 
the touchscreen stands proud of the 
dashboard, rather than being 
enclosed by it, the upper section of 
the dash is considerably shallower 
in depth, helping secure good field 
of vision for the driver. Overall, 
there’s a high quality feel to the 
cabin and decorative parts around 
the dash are finished in high-quality 
piano black and satin silver trim. 

Market and Model 

Expect C-HR ownership to need a 
£21,000-£28,000 budget of the same 
order as required by rival trendy 
Crossovers in this class like Honda’s 
HR-V and Jeep’s Renegade. There 
are three trim levels - ‘Icon’, ‘Excel’ 
and ‘Dynamic’. Top level models 
may be specified with heated front 
seats, a smart entry system, rear 


privacy glass, bespoke upholstery 
(including part-leather), a Park- 
Assist system, 18-inch alloy wheels 
and bi-tone metallic paintwork. 

In addition, the C-HR can be 
equipped with a tailor-made JBL 
premium audio system, comprising 
an eight-channel, 576W stereo 
amplifier and nine speakers, includ¬ 
ing two newly-patented acoustic 
JBL wave guides - known as horn 
tweeters. More importantly, the 
Toyota ‘Safety Sense’ package is 
standard across the range. It 
includes a Pre-Collision System 
with pedestrian warning, Adaptive 
Cruise Control, Lane Departure 
Alert with steering control, 
Automatic High Beam and Road 
Sign Assist. 

Cost of Ownership 

Hybrid engines are rare in the 
Crossover segment. In fact, only 
Kia’s Niro can offer petrol/electric 
technology in this class and that 
model looks pretty frumpy in com¬ 
parison to this one. It’ll be less effi¬ 
cient too, for a Hybrid-powered 
C-HR can return up to 78.5mpg on 
the combined cycle and up to 82g/ 
km of C02. 

The alternative engine is a 1.2-litre 
petrol turbo unit. In front-driven 
form, this manages up to 51.9mpg on 
the combined cycle and up to 125g/ 
km of C02. Specify the CVT auto 
gearbox and those figures fall only 
slightly to 48.7mpg and 134g/km. Go 
for the CVT gearbox and AWD and 
you’re looking at 45.6mpg and 143g/ 


km. 

Summary 

We can see a ready market for this 
C-HR. Plenty of people attracted by 
a model like Nissan’s Juke in the 
Crossover class would rather like a 
contender that’ll be slightly bigger, 
more sophisticated and better-fin¬ 
ished. This is that car. 

We think the styling will attract 
many, but there are other product 
strong points too. Proven hybrid 
technology brings the potential for 
impressive efficiency and we rate 
the more conventional 1.2-litre 
petrol engine too. Plus C-HR buyers 
will like the sharp handling and the 
strong standards of safety and 
media connectivity. Style and sense 
combined then? Quite a few buyers 
in this segment may well think that.
